FIVE CHILDREN 
ARE BURNED 10 
DEATH IN HOME 


Flames Destroy Frame 
House Near Webster 
Groves — Mother Is 
Seriously Injured. 


The five children of Mr. and 
Mrs. Paul Washington were 
burned to death today when 
fire destroyed their home at 


125 Reasnor avenue, St. Louis 
county. The one-story frame 
building was in an unincorpo- 
rated area near Webster 
Groves. 

Their mother, Mrs. Ora Lee 
Washington, was taken to St. 
Louis County Hospital suffer- 
ing from burns over 40 per 
cent of her body. 

The children were Paul Jr., 
8 years old; Willie Ann, 7; 
Martha Fay, 5; Fred Lee, 3, 
and Jane Rebecca, nine months. 

Mrs. Washington told au- 
thorities her husband, before 
leaving for his construction job 
about 6 a.m., had fired up the 
wood stove in the bedroom in 
which the three older children 
slept. The baby and next 
youngest were sleeping with 
her in the parents’ bed. 

Awakened by Screams. 

Suddenly awakened by the 

re of the children in 

the adjoining room, Mrs. Wash- 
ington said she found the room 
enguifed in flames. She 
grabbed the baby and ordered 
Fred to get up. Later she at- 
tempted to grope her way into 
the children’s bedroom but fire- 
men pulled he: back. She 
could not explain immediately 
how the baby and Fred became 
separated from her. 

Fire Chief Walter P. Ewing 
of the North Webster Volunteer 
Fire Department said the fire 
appeared to have started in 
the kitchen, because that por- 
tion of the six-room house 
showed the greatest damage. 

The wall above the kitchen 
sink and the floor and ceiling 
nearby were burned through, 
he said. He said some inex- 
pensive extension cords may 
have been responsible. The 
children’s father said he had 
fried some fish on the electric 
range, two burners of which 
had not been turned off, Ewing 
reported. However, the Fire 
Chief discounted the range as 
the source of the fire because 
all fuses were found intact. 
Washington said he had had 
some trouble with the range 
overheating.

“will be all that will be re- 
quired to give the economy the 
help it needs.” 

He told newspaper publish- 
ers that these moves included 
proposed federal aid to extend 


state unemployment insurance | 


benefits, accelerated normal 
Government spending, channel- 
ing programs into hard-hit 
areas and expanded credit. 


Nixon flatly declared “there 
will be no depression in the 
United States.” He said this 
was both because of the na- 
tion's basic strength, and be- 
cause the Administration would 
use “every proper govern- 
mental action” necessary. 

If things should look worse, 
he reaffirmed that a tax cut, 
rather than major new spend- 
ing programs, would bg 
fastest, the best and surest 
method” of Government stimu- 
lus. Such a cut, he said, must 
give money to “investors and 
job creators, as well as con- 
sumers,” not simply provide an 
election-year “handout.” 

The “primary responsibility 
for recovery must be assumed 
by American business and l|a- 
bor” and other private forces, 
Nixon declared. He addressed 
1900 persons at the annual! din- 
ner of the Bureau of Advertis- 
ing of the American Newspaper 
Publishers Association at the

Attack Led by Smith.

DETROIT, April 24 (AP) —

Chrysler's various 
built 157,663 units in this 
year's. first quarter. It sold 
165,000 in the same period. In 
the January-March quarter of 
1957 Chrysler built 370,044 
cars and sold 272,395. 

Chrysler's share of industry 
output In this year’s first quar- 
ter shows a drop of 12.72 per 
cent from 20.67 in the corres- 
ponding 1957 period. Its sales 
are down to 15.6 per cent from 
18.80 a year ago 

Except for American Motors, 
all car makers have shared in 
the 500,000 unit decline from 
last year’s first quarte rout- 
put. But Chrysler's percentage 
drop has been heavier than 
Ford's, and General Motors 
has taken over what Chrysler 
an@ Ford lost. 

With 692,662 car assemblies 
in this year’s January-March 
quarter, G.M. had 55.92 per 
cent of the industry total. This 
was a 9.47 per cent gain over 
the corresponding 1957 quar- 
ter. 

Ford, with 337.682 assem- 
blies, was down 27.26 per cent

MOSCOW S SIGNED 


BONN, April 25 ‘AP)—So- 
viet Deputy Premier Anastas 
1. Mikoyan signed here today 
the first agreements between 
the Soviet Union and West 
Germany. 

One covered a $375,000,000 
exchange of trade over the 
next three years, another es- 
tablishes consular representa- 
tives in Bonn and Moscow. 

He promptly began a verbal 
campaign for “an atmosphere 
of trust” between Russia and 
Chan¢éllor Adenauer’s stanch- 
ly pro-Western government. 
Mikoyan will have ample 
chance to press his point in 
four days of talks with Ade- 
nauer and other German lead- 
ers. 

9 Months of Negotiations. 

The Soviet-German agree- 
ments were worked out in nine 
months of negotiations in Mos- 
cow. The trade pacts provide 
for each nation’s sending the 
other goods worth $375,000.- 
000 over the next three years. 
West Germany will export ma- 
chinery and the Russians will 


send raw materials, crude oil 
and oil products. 
The consular agreement 


sets up consular departments 
at the embassies in Bonn and 
Moscow. 

The West Germans had to 
take less than they wanted in 
a repatriation agreement that 
was worked out i. the negotia- 
tions. At first Bonn demanded 
that 80,000 Germans who want- 
ed to leave Russia be allowed 
out. The Russians finally 
agreed to release anyone who 
held German citizenship be- 
fore June 22, 1941. This group 
is estimated at 30,000 and does 
not include the thousands who 
accepted German citizenship 
when Hitler marched into Rus- 
Bia. 

Foreign Minister Heinrich 
von Brentano met Mikoyan and 
his 1l-man delegation as the 
Soviet official stepped out of 
his Russian jet transport. The 
Russian smiled broadly in the 
welcoming and waved at the 
large group of newspapermen 
and photographers on hand. 

‘Other Great Problems.’ 

“We hope these talks will 
lead us closer to the solution 
of other great problems,” said 
Von Brentano in an obvious 


reference to the division of 
Germany. 
Moscow has insisted that 


Germany can be reunified only 
if the rival West and East Ger- 
man states negotiate directly. 
Adenauer and the Western A\|- 
lies refuse to recognize the 
East German rule and insist 
Germany must be reunified by 
free elections arranged by the 
Big Four powers. 

After the exchange of greet- 
ings Mikoyan. Von Brentano 
and their aids climbed in.o 
waiting limousines for the drive 
to the train for Bonn. Tight se- 
curity precautions were 
clamped on the airport and its 
heavily-wooded environs. Hun- 
dreds of police swarmed ov 
the terminal, and officers on 
foot, horseback, motorcycle and 
in radio cars patroled the road 
to the railroad station.

Specifically, Germany fs

The bonds it hopes to break 
pertain to development of con- 
trolled atomic energy such as 
future atomic submarines, kil- 
ler submarines and atomic pow- 
ered planes. Germany also 
wants more of a hand in the 
assembly of jet fighters and 
production of certain weapons 

which German scientists can 
develop, but which the nation 
is forbidden to build. 

Strauss made it plain to 
Hearst that Germany will ac- | 
cept atomic-headed missiles 
only in its role as a NATO 
partner. He said the country 
had no desire to produce such 
devices on its own, though he 
indicated it could. 


“We are prepared to give 
Gen. Norstad 12 of the 30 
divisions he declares are in- 


dispensable as a shield against 
Communist aggression,’ Strauss 
said in explaining the new Ger- 
man request. 
No Military 

“We want to do nothing be- 
yond contributing our share to 
that shield. Our cofrtribution 
unquestionably makes the shield 
stronger: but if we do not con- 
tribute as we should that weak- 
ens the shield. We would make 
it stronger by making our- 
selves stronger. 

“But we have no ambition to 
be great militarily again,” 
Strauss maintained. “Anyone 
who believes we entertain such 
ambitions overestimates our

wealth, our technology and our 
wishes. If we showed signs of 
growing big again we would 


immediately be. suspect in the 
eyes of some of our Allies 
Twelve divisions and the rest 
of our contribution is in bal- 
ance with our economy and our 
outlook.

Strauss listed some of the 
restrictions that hamper the 
Germans.

PLANNER CITES GAINS 


IN FIGHT ON BLIGHT 


Once-fashionable neighbor- 
hoods blighted by the years in 
some cities have been resored 
as prestige housing areas, Carl 
Feiss, Washington planning 
consultant, said last night. 

Feiss spoke at the ninety- 
second anniversary dinner of 
the Missouri Historical Society 
at Hotel Chase. The dinner 
also marked the start of a 
three-day seminar sponsored 
by the society and the National 
Trust for Historic Preservation 


St. Louis's Vandeventer place 
has counterparts in Washing- 
ton, Boston and Philadelphia 
that have been revitalized by 
developers, Feiss said 

“Perhaps too expensive to 
be maintained as _ individual 
dwellings, theh istoric homes 
have been made into attractive 
modern apartments,” Feiss said 
in an interview later. “The 
exteriors are restored, and the 
well-maintained and managed 
structures can compete for 
good rentals with any new, 
modern, multiple dwellings in 
the outlying areas.” 

Increasing public interest in 
conserving historic areas is 
combining with urban renewal 
programs to restore luster to 
many areas, Feiss said in his 
speech. 

“The use of urban renewal 
powers for historic conserva- 
tion and development depends 
upon two things.” he told his 
400 listeners. “First, the area 
which is involved must be a 
reteriorating or deteriorated 
one and must be subject to im- 
provement for the particular 
purpose which is involved.

Responsibility Cited. 

Historic area conservancy 
groups have the responsibility 
to promote sound city plan- 
ning and community renewal, 
Feiss said. They also must de- 
mand emphatic enforcement of 
housing and building codes 
“essential to the maintenance 
of decent living and structural 
values.” 

“In many parts of our older 
cities, historic buildings and 
areas have deteriorated into 
slums .and are occupied by in- 
dividuals and families, who as 
tenants suffer from malnutri- 
tion of law enforcement,” he 
said. Civie indifference to such 
situations permitted growth of 
“the cancer now eating the 
heart out of our urban world,” 
Feiss said 

The failure to preserve old 
St. Louis areas was referred to 
by Feiss when he said he had 
a map made by Elder Tardieu 
in 1826 outlining bastions and 
entrenchments to protect the 
city against land-side attack, as 


contrasted to defense from 
river invaders 
“Monsieur Tardieu’s plan 


failed to protect his city from 
Anglo-Saxon raiders,” Feiss 
said wryly. “The Anglo-Saxon 
and Teutonic victory has been 


complete. And what a victory! 
Look at downtown St. Louis 
and miles of slums and de- 
terioratoin that center upon 
this old city, as they cente1 
upon our old cities throughout 
the country.”

Freedom for Medicine 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
This is in answer to your recent 


editorial, “The Need for More 
Doctors.” 

I am a 31-year-old member of 
the American Medical Associa- 


tion's “old guard.” 

Automation has entered the pri- 
vate practice of medicine. New 
hard roads and the automobile 
bring the sick to clinic and hos- 
pital treatment centers. Trained 
aids answer phones, take dicta- 
tion, do billing and filing, give 
shots, perform laboratory tests 
and fill out insurance forms, al- 
lowing me to devote all my ener- 
gy to diagnosis and treatment. 

The main reason for the short- 
age of personnel in the state men- 
tal hospitals is the unattractive 
pay scale. I would argue your 
assertion that only 10 per cent of 
those with mental illnesses are 
under competent care. IlIrrespon- 
sible statements like that don't 
help solve problems. 


The fact that 2013 out of 11,616 
{nternships in American hospitals 
are unfilled does not indicate a 
shortage of doctors. It. means 
that 7000 American M.D. grad- 
uates picked out the internships 
offering the best possible train- 
ing. Many of the internships in 
the smaller, poorly staffed hos- 
pitals go begging in spite of the 
high remuneration offered be- 
cause of the inferior training 

These “extra” internships offer 
an excellent starting point for for- 
eign-trained M.D,s, refugees and 
immigrant M.D.s® 


The fact that medical students 
represented 2.4 per cent of those 


in college in 1920, 1 per cent of 
those in college now, and 6 per 
cent in 1965 does not indicate a 


failure of medical. education. 
Many years ago only three ad- 


vanced courses of study ‘(med- 
icine, theology and law) were 
taught. The development of the 


arts and sciences has multiplied 
the types of degrees offered. 


The A.M.A. “old guard,” which 
I represent, and the rear-guard 
action I am fighting, is for a med- 
ical profession free from Govern- 
ment control and _ regulation, 
where the patient is free to choose 
his own doctor, and the doctor is 
free to advise and treat as he 
deems best for the patient. 


This can only be achieved under 
a system of free enterprise. 5So- 
cialistic schemes to provide med- 
ical care to large segments of our 
population, such as veterans, the 
aged, the disabled, Government 
employes, dependents of Govern- 
ment employes, dependents of 
the disabled, chronic illnesses, 
etc., etc.—these are steadily chip- 
ping away these freedoms. 

Yes, here I stand, busy day and 
night with a rural general prac- 
tice, yet armed with this pen and 
fighting with 160,000 other A.M.A. 
members against creeping social- 
ism in medicine

Accent on Emergency 


President Eisenhower says the Democratic 
plan to extend unemployment compensation 
amounts to a dole. Democrats charge that the 
Administration program for the jobless is en- 
tirely inadequate. One bill faces a veto, and 
the other is unlikely to be passed. 

In view of the unemployment emergency, 
a compromise seems advisable because of 
weaknesses in both bills. 

The Administration bill requires the states 
to repay federal loans for extending unem- 
ployment compensation up to 39 weeks. The 
states can argue that they do not have the 
money, that their legislatures are not in ses- 
sion to accept the program or the added costs, 
and that unemployment relief is principally 
a federal responsibility which Washington 
should support. 

The Democratic bill accepts this responsi- 
bility, but would pay unemployment compen- 
sation to 2,000,000 of the total 5,000,000 job- 
less who are not covered by the unemploy- 
ment insurance program. No doubt many of 
the 2,000,000 uninsured jobless need help just 
as the insured jobless do. But to give it to 
them in the form of “unemployment compen- 
sation” would mean converting the insurance 
system into a direct relief administration. 
State unemployment insurance agencies can 
easily go on sending out checks to insured 
— whose regular compensation runs out, 

ut they are not equipped to administer on 
top of that a direct relief program for the 
uninsured. If and when such a federal relief 
program becomes necessary, it should be set 
up separately. 

Meanwhile, an emergency exists. The best 
way to meet that emergency is for both par- 
ties to lay politics aside and agree on the 
best features of each bill. 

The Federal Government should accept its 
obligation to extend unemployment benefits, 
but should not extend them to those who are 
not insured. This is not so much a matter 
of protecting the insurance principle or states’ 
rights as of getting the most aid to most of 
the unemployed as quickly as possible. Bene- 
fits can be extended for the insured unem- 
ployed without incurring any new administra- 
tive burdens or loss of time. 

We grant that outmoded state standards 
have weakened the unemployment insurance 
program, and it ought to be extended and im- 
proved. Reform legislation has been intro- 
duced in Congress, but it is not emergency 
legislation. 

Right now the greatest need of those who 
have not run out of jobless benefits is more 
cash in hand, and the greatest need. of the 
national economy is money for sustained con- 
sumer spending. The quickest way to speed 
both is for the Government to extend unem- 
ployment compensation payments and accept 
the cost itself. 


Just Too Easy 

The rueful experience of the Chicago sub- 
urb of Westchester, beset for seven years 
with a perplexing water shortage, serves to 
remind us that the human race can sometimes 
be too complicated for its own good. The West- 
chester story has come to a happy end after 
someone finally discovered that three water 
main valves had been partly closed. A few 
quick twists made everything right again. 

It’s of a piece with the incident in which the 
late renowned magician Harry Houdini was 
frustrated, for the first and only time, in his 
efforts to pick the lock of a jail cell and let 
himself magically out. That particular lock 
hadn't been locked when Mr. Houdini set to 
work on it. 

For shooting rockets into orbit, or devising 
ingenious systems of mathematics, or doing 
anything else intricate enough, we human be- 
ings are just about the best there is. When 
it comes to solving the conundrum of the ob- 
vious, that might be another story. Deter- 
mined as we are that we are deucedly compli- 
cated and so is everything else, what would 
be apt to be more mystifying to us than the 
nose in front of our face? 


On a Mississippi Bluff Top 


If there is a part of the St. Louis area more 
historic and at the same time more gener- 
ally unappreciated than Jefferson Barracks, 
it does not come to mind. Fortunately that 
neglect is now beginning to be repaired. 
€harles van Ravenswaay, chairman of the St. 
Louis County Historic Buildings Commission, 
has announced that an early start is in store 
for the projected restoration of four historic 
structures erected more than a century ago. 
Provision by the County Council of $95,400 
will make it possible to restore two powder 
magazines, a two-story house and a carriage 
house—all built in the early 1850s with na- 
tive limestone. 

Of the original Jefferson Barracks area, the 
County Council now is in charge of 139 acres 
which are being divided into three sections 
by appropriate landscaping. One will sur- 
round the historic buildings, containing mu- 
seum displays of arms fashioned at the old 
St. Louis Arsenal, as well as artillery returned 
to St. Louis from the Indian campaigns. An- 
other will be for recreational activities such 
as baseball and other games. Still another 
will be set aside for Boy Scout encampments 
and jamborees. 

The Council members may be commended 
vigorously for the Jefferson Barracks park 
project now under way. 


The Cost of Canadian Growth 


With Canada’s elections out of the way, the 
report of the Royal Commission on Canada’s 
Economic Prospects cannot add to the cam- 
paign oratory. Yet while drawn up under 
the direction of a member of the defeated 
Liberal Party, the report reflects the concern 
of Conservative Prime Minister Diefenbaker 
about the impact of United States capital on 
Canada’s economy. 

- The report is neither alarmist nor hostile. 
Investments from south of the border. are 
welcomed. There is full realization that 
Canadian resources alone could not have 
maintained the rapid pace of postwar develop- 


ment. Yet there is concern about the grow. . 


ing share in Canadian mines and industries 
held by United States corporations. 

While many of these firms have harmoni- 
ous relations with Canadians, there is a feel- 
ing that to a degree Canadians are frozen out 
of ownership of Canada's resources. Admit- 
tedly Canada could not supply all the execu- 
tives sud. the SSGG Sees 
expansion, yet there persists a distérbed 
ing about the staffing of subsidiaries of Unit- 
ed States corporations by men from the 
United States. 

The Canadians know, of course, that if they 


want expansion at a rate faster than they 
can finance, they must find capital elsewhere, 
even if it takes the form of equities rather 


than loans. Furthermore, the development © 


of Canada and the ownership and regulation 


of enterprises in Canada are subject to Cana- ‘3 


dian law. For the commén good, American 
corporations ought to consider arrangements 
that will alleviate Canadian uneasiness. 


Short-Changed by the State 


City Comptroller John H. Poelker is on 
firm ground in calling. for a revision of Mis- 
souri’s tax laws. He urges that the statutes 
permit a more table distribution to the 
cities of state-co taxes—especially to 
St. Louis which has been badly short-changed. 

The em is on St. Louis because the 
city, whos@ citizens pay almost a third of the 
total of major state taxes, is in serious finan- 
cial trouble owing in part to the indifference 
of the Legislature. The ineffectiveness of the 
city’s senators and representatives in pleading 
the city’s case has been a major factor in this 
situation. 

The Legislature has seen to it that, although 
the city is a fruitful source of state tax col- 
lections, little of that money ever returns. In 
fiscal 1955-56, of the $115,072,190 that the 
state paid to local governments and individu- 
als only $14,557,000; or 12.7 per cent, reached 
St. Louis. 

At the same time, the state has run out on 
its welfare obligations to St. Louis—as witness 
its unwillingness adequately to compensate 
the city for psychiatric cases now cared for 
in city institutions; and the state's failure to 
accept the responsibility of running Koch 
Hospital for the tubercular, which is costing 
the city at least $500,000 a year. Elsewhere 
in Missouri, hospitalization of the tubercular 
is a state-financed function. Even in the case 
of paying the administrative costs of feeding 
the St. Louis unemployed, the state has re- 
neged on its obligation and a hard-pressed 
city has had to fill the void. 

On top of all this, the Legislature has de- 
clined to permit St. Louis to vote on the earn- 
ings tax increase that would have solved its 
pressing financial problems. 

Given this record, the city has every right 
to demand a fair share of any new revenue 
that the state may attempt to raise locally. 
If, for example, the state tries to increase the 
sales tax, then the city certainly ought to 
fight for a decent share of what is collected 
here. St. Louis now produces about $32,000.- 
000 of the $100,000,000 sales tax total; about 
$10,000,000 is raised in St. Louis county. 

If the city were rebated 1-2 of 1 cent of” 
the 2-cent sales tax in St. Louis it would 
gain about $8,000,000. Oddly enough, this is 
just sufficient to cover the current gap be- 
tween budgeted expenses and prospective mu- 
hicipal revenue. A similar rebate to St. Louis 
county would produce $2,500,000. 

The key factor in any such equitable shar- 
ing of state-collected taxes is the quality of 
St. Louis’s representation in the Legislature. 
Sadly, as Mr. Poelker noted, the St. Louis 
delegation has been inadequate for pleading 
St. Louis’s case. The city’s legislators, with 
few exceptions, have been lazy, indifferent 
and uninformed. So long as St. Louis con- 
tinues to send second-raters to Jefferson City 
it will continue to be taxed for everybody's 
advantage but its own. 


All Talk and No Action 


Senators Knowland of California and Mundt 
of South Dakota have offered amendments to 
the bill to require public reports on all em- 
ploye welfare funds. Senators Goldwater of 
Arizona and McClellan of Arkansas, the lone 
Democrat in the foursome, may offer amend- 
ments. And this outpouring of bills from 
members not notoriously friendly to labor 
could have two results. 

First, no really anti-labor amendment is 
likely to pass in this Congress, and their au- 
thors know it. They are only trying to raise 
some political corn for the folks back home. 
Second, the amendments could block passage 
of the welfare fund bill, which does have 
some chance of passage by itself. 

A Congress less interested in playing poli- 
tics with the labor issue would heed Secretary 
of Labor Mitchell’s new appeal to pass the 
whole Administration labor program. But if 
that is not done, the bill to regulate welfare 
funds should be approved as a bare minimum. 
The bill should not be endangered by amend- 
ments from Senators who talk much about 
the need to correct abuses and make everlast- 
ingly certain that nothing will be accomplished. 


Bugaboos—F ront and Center! 


Despite all the unequivocal denials from 
President Eisenhower and Secretary of De- 
fense Neil McElroy, the House Armed Serv- 
ices Committee is still conjuring a man on 
horseback and a Prussian general staff out of 
the military reorganization proposal. 

In their four days thus far of questioning 
Secretary McElroy, the committee members 
have expressed these fears over and over. Be- 
tween times they have contended that the 
President and Mr. McElroy already have all 
the powers, in one form or another, to make 
the reforms they seek. 

It is plainly evident that there is no plot 
to set up some sort of military dictatorship. 
Under our form of government with all its 
checks and balances, that would be next to 
impossible, especially in the glare of publicity 
beating upon this proposal. And while the 
President and his Secretary of Defense pos- 
sess many powers, some of these powers have 
been questioned or are not as clear as they 
might be. Perhaps it will at least be possible 
to clarify them once and for all as a result of 
the fight the Administration is making for 
its reform measure.

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Fail Safe: Safety Catch on the Deterrent 


Strategic Air Command Has ‘Foolproof Guard Against Accidental Attack

The date was Aug. 26, 1957. The 
announcement from the Kremlin 
was heavy with meaning to the free 
world defenses. The Soviet Union 
had test-fired its first interconti- 
nental ballistic missile, and as days 
went by, Russia’s Khrushchev

SAC began to cut down the “re- 
action time” of its strike force—hun- 
dreds of bombers—from two hours 
to 15 minutes. If an “instant readi- 
ness’ deterrent force was to be any 
deterrent: at all, it had to be air- 
borne before the threatening mis- 
siles could cripple it on the ground. 

Since then, SAC has learned how 
to get B-52 heavy-jet and B-47 me- 
dium-jet bombers airborne, hydro- 
gen bombs in their bellies, within an 
astonishing seven minutes of alarm 
klaxon’s howl. 

But perhaps the most remarkable 
aspect of SAC’'s reply to Khrush- 
chev is that SAC has also fashioned 
a safety catch for its hair trigger, a 
crucial check upon the deterrent 
power, so as to rule out the minus- 
cule but horrifying chance that 
World War III might explode out of 
one aircrew’s accident or aberration 
or miscalculation. Name of SAC’s 
safety catch: Fail Safe. 

Fail Safe is a cold-war projection 
of an engineering principle used for 
decades in aircraft design and

around dangerous machinery. The 
principle: If a device can fail, it 
must be assumed that it will fail, 
and it must be designed so that its 
failure will do minimal or no harm. 

Fail Safe on United States rail- 
roads, for example, means “the dead 
man's throttle.” If an engineer dies 
at the controls, his pressure on a 
foot pedal or hand lever is released, 
and the train automatically goes 
into an emergency stop. 


Fail Safe at SAC means that SAC 
bomber crews, launched in an alert, 
do not proceed toward their pre- 
assigned target beyond a  pre- 
assigned co-ordinate point without 
a coded follow-up command. Only 
beyond the Fail Safe point are SAC 
crews permitted even to arm their 
nuclear weapons. 

The specific procedure is _ that 
whenever unidentified and uniden- 
tifiable shapes show up on United 
States radar, e.g., the $500,000,000 
DEW line across northern Canada 
and Alaska, or the ship-based radar 
networks in mid-Atlantic and mid- 
Pacific, a SAC alert is declared. In 
his underground command post at 
Offutt Air Force Base near Omaha, 
SAC Commanding Gen. Thomas 
S. Power or a deputy orders one 
of scores of Emergency War Plans 
—E.W.P.s—designed to meet every 
calculated contingency to be put into 
immediate operation. 

SAC flashes its orders — “plan 
blank”—to any or all of some 70 
SAC bases world-wide. At the bases 
the alert crews scramble and head 
off with a roar toward target—via 
a Fail Safe point that varies with 
every mission. 

In today's kind of instant warfare, 
SAC will know long before the alert 
crews get to the Fail Safe point 
whether the attack upon the West 
is real or just a commonplace false 
alarm. Chances are overwhelming 
that the alert airplanes will be re- 
called long before they get to Fail 
Safe point. 

Should they get to Fail Safe point 
without getting coded follow-up or- 
ders to proceed, they must auto- 
matically turm around and head 


‘Old Masters’ for Texas From France-Amerique 


PARIS. 

In view of the phenomenal number 
of canvases in foreign countries at- 
tributed to French masters, one may 
reasonably wonder how many of 
them were authentic. 

Fortunately the police and police 
informers keep an eye on this sort 
of thing, often with surprising re- 
sults. In a recent week, for instance, 
the French Surete was tipped off 
that 12 fraudulent masterpieces were 


being held in customs prior to ship- 
ment to New York.

In actual practice—contrary to 
United Press President Frank Bar- 
tholomew’s report on an imaginary 
SAC flight that the Kremiln was 
waving around as the basis for its 
propaganda onslaught—SAC planes 
have never reached their Fail Safe 
points in an emergency scramble 
caused by unidentifiable radar blips, 
let alone flown beyond Fail Safe 
points. This is the basis of the 
United States’s denial of the 
U.S.S.R.’s charges. 


But SAC constantly scrambles on 
real and test alerts: so realistic are 
SAC scrambles that SAC crews al- 
ways head out toward Fail Safe 
point. not knowing whether their 
mission is for test or the real thing. 
And the United States has even put 
SAC alert crews into the air delib- 
erately to reinforce United States 
diplomacy at precise pressure points, 
e.g., during Russia’s threats of inter- 
vention in the 1956 Suez crisis, to 
show on Communist long-range ra- 
darscopes that the United States 
carries a thermonuclear stick big 
enough to last at least until the 
United States’s own big ballistic 
missiles are operational.

Louis’s Virgil Akins is re- 
garded by New York betting 
commissioners as the 10-13 
favorite to whip Vince 
Martinez at The Arena, June 
6. The 15-round champion- 
ship bout will be televised 
but the St. Louis area, for 
a radius of 150 miles, will 
be blacked out. 

The title opportunity will 
be for Akins the highlight 
of a career which started 
here more than 11 years ago 
When Virgil ‘won the light- 
Weight Golden Gloves cham- 
Dionship in 1946 and again 
in 1947, | 

He turned professional in 
1948 and since that time he 
has had a record of highs 
and lows, more than once 
reaching the point where he 
thought he might as well 
quit. 

He has had 65 professional 
bouts, winning 47 of them, 27 
by knockouts. He has boxed 
one draw, lost 15 decisions 
and has been stopped twice. 

A member of a family of 
six, Akins was born at Eighth 
and Carr streets and attend- 
ed Jefferson School. Later 
he went to Vashon High 
where he played some foot- 
ball. 

But boxing was the sport 
which attracted him and an 
acquaintance with Freddie 
Latson and Pennington 
Brown, both former boxers 
here, inflver-ed bim to seek 
& career in the ring. 

He started bu» x at the 

Carr Square Community 
Center and quickly showed 
that he had a punch: Maybe 
too much of a punch for his 
own good. 
After winning the Golden 
Gloves titles he had a dif- 
ficult time obtaining pro- 
fessional matches. 

He was stopped in his 
second money match by 
Charley Baxter in the third 
round and in his next out 
he reversed that verdict, 
defeating Baxter in six. 


Turns Corner in ’51. 


OR the next two years he 

knocked around in pre- 

liminary matches but in 
1951 seemed to come into 
his own with two victories 
over But Smith and one each 
over Tommy Campbell, Fred- 
die Dawson and Luther Raw- 
lings. Smith later became the 
lightweight champion. 

Joe Brown, now the light- 
weight champion of the 
world, defeated Akins- twice 
in 1951 and Virgil beat 
Brown here in 10 rounds 
the same year. 

Akins tackled Johnny 
Saxton, then one of the best 
welterweights in the busi- 
ness who later became a 
title-holder, in Chicago, July 
30, 1952. He floored Saxton 
in the first round but Johnny 
rallied to get the decision. 

Virgil then lost, three 
more bouts in succession to 
Joe Miceli, Johnny Gonsalves 
and Phil Kim by whom he 
was stopped in the tenth 
round. 

That was one of the lows 
in Virgil's career. But de- 
spite his losses he found 
difficulty in obtaining 
matches because of the fear 
his punch aroused in pos- 
sible opponents. 

He won two out of three 
fn 1954, boxing under ex- 
tremely difficult circum- 
stances, receiving only $164 
for one victory. 

In 1955 he had a good 
year with seevn victories, 
five of them by knockouts, 
one draw and one loss. 

But the one loss was to 
Isaac Logart in 
Square Garden, New York, 
on a nationally televised pro- 
gram in which Akins made. 
one of his very poorest 
showings. 

That knocked him back so 
far that his best friends 

‘thought he was finished as 
a big time boxer. 

But Virgil fought his way 
back with a string of knock- 
outs in 1956, including one 
over Rudolph Bent in Hol- 
yoke, Mass. for which he re- 
ceived his low purse of $56.

to the studets and their par- 
ents.” 

Costs of everything the uni- 
versity buys have gone up, 
and faculty salaries are going 
to be increased in the next 
school year, he said. 

Three pay-as-you-go budget 
plans were outlined, allowing 
for the spread of tuition pay- 
ments over a period ranging 
from eight weeks to the entire 
time in school. 

Tuition for 


the school of 


medicine is being raised from | 


$890 to $1000 a year, and for 
the school of dentistry from 
$350 to $400 per semester. 

A rise from $300 to $350 a 
semester is being made in the 
college of arts and sciences, 


institute of technology, and 
schools of law, commerce and 
finance, nursing, and social 
service. 


Father Reinert said that even 
with the higher rates, the uni- 
versity’s tuition will be lower 
than that of many comparable 
institutions.

Sees Better 
Year for 
Real Estate 


PHILADELPHIA—Real _ es- 
tate has the ingredients for an 
upward trend this year that 
could build momentum to new 
record levels, says H. Walter 
Graves, Philadelphia, President 
of the National Association of 
Real Estate Boards 

He noted, however, that a 
short readjustment period must 
be expected before the full 
benefit of the recent easing of 
home-buying credit restrictions 
is felt. Removal of credit re- 
strictions, he reminded, never 
has the immediate effect that 
accompanies the clamping on 
of controls. 

Graves spoke to a meeting 
of the Philadelphia Mortgage 
Bankers Association last Mon- 
day night. 

“Real estate is clearly head- 
ed for a better year in 1958 
because of improved flow of 
mortgage money, high demand, 
and a good financial position 
for consumers,” Graves said. 

Cites U.S. Figures. 


As proof of the consumer's 
ability to buy, he cited Depart- 
ment of Commerce figures on 
personal income in February 
which he said were at the sea- 
sonally adjusted annual rate of 
$342 billion. This, he pointed 
out, was close to last year's 
record rate and higher than 
any previous rate in our his- 
tory 

“With average family income 
now above $5000 per year, with 
last year’s increase in liquid 
assets by individuals, with 
moderation in expansion of 
personal debt in 1956 and 1957, 
our people have the largest 


volume of resources on rec- 
ord.” he declared. 
Mortgage money, the real 


estate leader asserted, is now 
in “spirited competition” to 
seek placement in insured re- 
sidential mortgages. 

“Our studies show a striking 
decline in discounts in this 
field.” he added, “and FHA, 
quite logically, is predicting a 
continued upswing in home 
purchase under the insured 
mortgage program, with ap- 
plications in the first three 
months of this year consider- 
ably higher than in the same 
months of 1957.” 

Graves said the G.I. program 
has picked up with a March 
increase of 39.4 per cent over 
February in appraisal requests 
for existing homes, and 58.6 
per cent for proposed struc- 
tures. 

“With the passage of recent 
legislation there is likely to be 
a resurgence of the program 
if lenders are willing to make 
money available at 4%4 per 
cent,” he told his audience. 


Million Not Enough. 


The NAREB. president 
gave these reasons for the con- 
tinuing high housing demand: 

Our nation grows in popula- 
tion by about 3,000,000 each 
year. 

A million new non-farm fam- 
flies rae formed each year.

Industry 


Needs Right 


Placement, Article Says 


There is a growing aware- 
ness on the part of both citi- 
zens and industrialists that 
“there is a right industry for 
a right place” with beneficial 
results in community livability 
and plant values. 


This is the contention of 
Eugene Van Cleef, Ohio State 
University professor emeritus 
and one of the pioneer stu- 
dents of urban geography and 
commercial trends in the cur- 
rent issue of The Appraisal 
Journal. The magazine is a 
quarterly publication of the 
American Institute of Real 
Estate Appraisers, an affiliate 
of the National Association of 
Real Estate Boards. 

Recalling that 50 years ago 
various civic bodies sought to 
entice industries to their com- 
munities by offering free land, 
freedom from taxation for 
limited periods, financial un- 
derwriting “or other flattering 
awards,” Dr. Van Cleef ob- 
serves that “today, happily, 
relatively few such offers are 
made.” 

The consequences of the old 
policy of “virtually bribing” 
manufacturers to come to a 
city are termed “most unsat- 
isfactory and in some instances 
disastrous,” by the Ohio State 
expert. Usually, he contends, 
the businesses attraeted by the 
offers lacked “some element 
of strength which destined 
them to failure even under the 
most favorable circumstances.” 

By contrast, today, Dr. Van 
Cleef says, “business leaders 
are learning that they and their 
cities can profit most when 
they follow the principles of 
locating the right industry in 
the right place.” 

Citing several instances In 
which business firms had aban- 
doned initial location plans fol- 
lowing the emergence of com- 
munity opposition, Dr. Van 
Cleef observes that at least one 
of his illustrations is “in keép- 
ing with a trend of today, par- 
ticularly where decentraliza- 
tion of industry is involved— 
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that is, that it is better to have 
the good will of the local com- 
munity than to be continually 
confronted with opposition.” 

In the years immediately fol- 
lowing World War II, the au- 
thor notes, spurred by the de- 
velopment of the A and H 
bombs, the Federal Govern- 
ment urged industries to de- 
centralize to smaller communi- 
ties. Many such communities 
with less than 50,000 popula- 
tion, caught without zoning 
laws or planning commissions, 
“have raised distress signals,” 
he asserts. 

Dr. Van Cleef warns that “in 
the zeal for enlarging their 
sources of revenue.for operat- 
ing local government, too many 
communities have overlooked 
the fact that industrial expan- 
Sion can be disadvantageous, 
that it can depreciate land 
values over a considerable area. 
and that the taxes from new 
industries can be discounted 
by lowered receipts from ad- 
joining depreciated proper- 
ties.”

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Builders to Erect 
: hws Better Houses 


NEW YORK CITY—tThe current recession has forced home 
builders to produce “the best houses” they have offered since 
1945, more than 300 savings and loan officials were told here 


this week. 
Carl Norcross, of New York 
City, executive editor of 


“House and Home” magazine, 


told the annual Management 
Conference sponsored by the 
United States Savings and 
Loan League that leading 
builders, stimulated by slow 
sales last year, have “rede- 
signed their houses and found 
better locations.” Among other 
things, he reported, kitchens 
are larger in the newest 
houses, and there is breakfast 
space for today’s larger fam- 
ily. And there are not only 
more bathrooms per house, but 
they are larger and have much 
more glamour — more wall- 
paper, better lighting, built-in 
counters, and more storage.” 

The three-day management 
conference at which Noreross 
spoke is one of four sponsored 
by the League annually to 
bring its member savings as- 
sociations up to date on latest 
management techniques and 


for the $49 billion savings and 
loan business which finances 
nearly 40 per cent of all homes 
built or sold annually. 

Those builders offering a 
product which the public 
recognizes as “real value,” 
Norcross said, are. selling 
houses in large numbers.. In 
fact, he said, one Cincinnati 
builder who is “offering a 
house that people want,” re- 
ported in a recent survey of 
builders in 50 cities that, “if 
this is a recession, I can stand 


a lot of it. This will be our 
best year.” 
Value Measurable. 


The speaker said that the 
houses which the public con- 
sider “good buys” have easily- 
measurable superiorities. 

“Usually they are the most 
house for the money,” he said. 
“But ‘most’ does not mean a 
large empty shell. People want 
both space and amenities like 
built-in appliances. Houses that 
are selling have features that 
other houses in their price 
class don't have.” 


Norcross described the pub- 
lic’s preferences as including a 
combination of things begin- 
ning with a favorable location, 
a good neighborhood, and an 
up-to-date pattern of curvili- 
near streets. 

“Lots of trees and on a cul- 
de-sac sell first,” he said. “Lo- 
cation and neighborhood are 
often more important than the 
house itself.” 

The most popular feature, re- 


‘ported the Speaker, was a sec- 


ond living room—usually called 
a family room or recreation 
room. In many places, he said, 
it was impossible to sell a 
house for over $15,000 without 
such a room, 

The biggest change in today’s 
home buying tastes, said Nor- 
cross-—especially as far as wom- 
en are co is the desire 
for more individuality. 

More Storage Space. 

“In an age ef mass produc- 
tion,” he said, “people want a 
house that lets them show their 
individuality. Se some of the 
biulders who are selling best, 
offer more custom features,

more choices, more optional 
In addition, families want 
more storage space, a floor 
plan that does not make a run- 
way of the living room, a mud 
room for children next to the 
back door, and a kitchen lo- 
cated so food can easily be 
served on an outdoor terrace. 
Screened porches are likewise 
coming back in many cities. 

Norcross said there exists a 
“big, ready-made market” for 
builders who can produce a 
new house that is considerably 
better than an old house—at a 
reasonable price. 

“Each year,” he said, “nearly 
10,000,000 families move from 
one house or apartment to an- 
other. About 9,000,000 of these 
move into old quarters, with 
about 1,000,000 buying new 
houses. So the builders have 
this huge potential market for 
new houses—wher and if the 
product is right.” 


Depression Can Help. 

Troublesome as the recession 
is now, it could have the 
wholesome effect of putting 
the housing industry on ia 
“much firmer basis” for the 
housing boom of the mid- 
1960s, Joseph Holzka, presi- 
dent of the league, said. 

The recession, said Holzka. 
will help the housing industry 
in one respect by enabling it 
to rectify many of “the dis- 
tortions that have been built 
into its price structure” since 
the end of World War II. 

Holzka, who heads up the 
Northfield Savings & Loan 
Association, of Staten Island, 
N.¥us at a@ general ses- 
sion of the three-day confer- 
ence. 

The league official said that 
the t war entrance of some

On Firmer Basis. 

“If such events do take 
place, and productivity gain 
and increased efficiency re- 
sults,” he said, “the entire 
home construction industry 
will be put on a much firmer 
basis for the forthcoming hous-

noted that already 
construction costs had tended 
to level off, with two of the 
more important indices of such 
costs in February showing 
drops of 0.5 and 0.3 per cent 
respectively. 

“Though small, the declines 
are quite significant when it is 
considered that construction 
costs have advanced 3 to 5 per 
cent on the average every year 
since 1950,” the league official 
said. “Thus the recession even 
now is having some leveling 
off effect on housing.” 

Holzka expressed the view 
that many potential home buy- 
ers may be delaying their pur- 
chase because of an insistence 
that they get “value” for their 
dollars. “The drop in building 
costs indicates that the 1958 
buyer will get more value for 
his money,” he added.

Where to See 
Spring in Ozarks 


SPRING IN MISSOURI is a season not to be sur- 
Passed anywhere—and the time to see it is during the 
next two or three weeks. Right now there are more 
flowers. blooming on the Ozark hillsides and along the 
little streams than many 
parts of America can 
produce the year round. 
Peach and wild plum 
and service berry are 
pink and white in the 
thickets—the redbud is 
opening—and in another 
week the dogwood should 
start in the southernmost 
part of the state. Just 
yesterday, as I hiked 
back along our bluff 
above the creek, I found 
whole beds of bluebells, 
bloodroot, trilllum and 
anemones — and there 
were dozens of others 
blossoming more or less 
individually. 

When people ask us, 
“Where is a good place 
to go to see the Missouri spring at its best?” our ten- 
dency is to route them down into the Ozarks, simply 
because this is the territory we know. Yet this is being 
unjust to the rest of our wonderful state. There are the 
apple orchards up along the Mississippi and plenty of 
forested areas north of the Missouri that have a flora as 
beautiful and varied as that of the deep Ozark. Here also 
are lakes and marshes as interesting especially for their 
bird life, as the streams and springs of the hill country. 


If someone were to present us with a. two- 
day holiday—a thing unknown in a farmer’s life 
at this season—I am quite sure we would head 
southward into the land of the “big springs.” 
Although it is possible we wouldn't use them, I 
expect we would pack the tent and the bedrolls 
and a pair of fly rods. Certainly the gasoline 
stove and the cook kit would go along, for we 
would eat outdoors even if we did not camp. Since 
wildflowers would be a prime objective of a trip 
at this season—and since the areas around the 
springs and the headwaters of the rivers are 
especially blessed botanically, these are the places 
we would search out. But binoculars and camera 
would also go along, since the bird migration is 
underway and we do not want to miss any of 
, Nature's wonders. 
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Using St. Louis as a base point, I would say there 
fs no more picturesque route out of the city than to fol- 
low our own Highway 21 southward. And a rewarding stop, 
about two hours south of the city, will be at Washington 
State Park in just after the road 
crosses Big river. This area is especially rewarding for 
wildflowers, has many attractive picnic sites and a lodge— 
although this may not open until early next month. If one 
is out for the weekend, however, not want to 
linger here too long. Southwar. the road winds through 
Potosi, one of the oldest settlements in the state and now 
in the midst of a considerable boom because of the open- 
ing of new lead and iron mines in the region.

A FEW MILES SOUTH of Potosi is Belleview Valley 
and from here there is a choice of routes. One may head 
on south through Arcadia Val'ey and up over Tiptop 
Mountain to turn aside at Taum Sauk, highest elevation

On the following day we can 
head west across Highway 60 to 19 and go south 
to visit Greer Spring, then retrace our route 
and go north on 19 to Eminence.

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College President Who Puts Study First Painting 


Dr. Wilson Homer Elkins of Maryland U. Made His Point by ‘Busting Out' 7 Per Cent of Students

ee ” ee FO 
Ph.D., Phi Beta Kappa, Rhodes 
scholar and president of the 
University of Maryland, is an 
egghead who talks like a human 
being. 

“One.of the troubles with 
kids today is that by the time 
they reach university they've 
studied everything on earth ex- 
cept how to study,” says this 
dynamic educator who is 
credited with kindling some- 
thing akin to an educational 
revolution here at College Park. 
“And one of the troubles with 
parents is that they want their 
kids to go to college whether 
the kids are college material or 
not. Parents never seem to 
consider that to come to col- 
lege and bust out is a bad thing 
for an individual. When a kid 
busts out of college, it’s a mark 
against him for life.” 


A few weeks ago when 
first semester grades were 
posted on the University of 
Maryland bulletin boards, 
722 students learned they 
had “busted out.” Under the 
university's new program, 
only 172 of the flunkers 
were allowed to re-enter on 
“academic probation” and 
given just one more se- 
mester in which to pull up 
their grades. For the bal- 
ance — 7 per cent of the 
8500 undergraduates—there 
was nothing to do but pack 
up and go home. 


The 7 per cent bust-out rate 
is not high by the standards of 
famous universities. But it is 
revolutionary for a state uni- 
versity which only a little more 
than four years ago had just 
about hit rock bottom in the 
educational world. 


It was late in 1953 that a 
55-man team of evaluators 
from the Middle States Asso- 
ciation of Colleges and Second- 
ary Schools found that the Uni- 
versity of Maryland was a fine 
football factory but not much 
of an institution of learning. In 
fact, Maryland was given to 
understand that it had better 
clean up its academic house 
and yank up its standards un- 
less thé university wanted to 
face loss of accreditation by 
the Middle States Association. 


It was into this educational 
mess that Wilson Homer Elkins 
stepped in the fall of 1954 to 
institute what has been called 
“a quantity of quality” policy. 
He immediately let it be known 
that while he considered it just 
fine and dandy that Maryland 
had one of the nation’s best 
football teams, there was a 
little thing called “study” that 
would in the future also be 
given some little attention. 


“I hope to scatter a few 
books around campus so that 
the students will know what 
they are,” Dr. Elkins remarked 
at a Rotary Club luncheon 
shortly after he became Mary- 
land's president.

Just 46 years old when he 
took over the reins at Mary- 
land, Elkins had behind him a 
record as an educator, admin- 
istrator and university presi- 
dent, who, in his last job had 
built a low-rated Texas techni- 
cal college into a combined lib- 
eral arts-and-science univer- 
sity of high scholastic rank. 

In his own student days at 
the University of Texas, he 
had been a crack student and 
star athlete. He was elected 
to membership in Phi Beta 
Kappa and earned eight var- 
sity letters in football, basket- 
ball and track. In his final year 
at Texas, he had captained the 
basketball team and was 
elected president of the stu- 
dent association. Receiving a 
Rhodes Scholarship, he at- 
tended Oxford University from 
1933 to 1936, receiving de- 
grees of Bachelor of Letters 
and Doctor of Philosophy. 

Out of Oxford, Dr. Elkins 
joined the faculty of the Uni- 
versity of Texas as an instruc- 
tor in history. He held this 
position until 1938 when he

WHEN it comes to outside 
painting, you don’t have to tell 
people to paint the obvious, 
like the side of a house. 

What people forget, however, 
is to paint those out-of-the-way 
or hard-to-get spots and these 
often require paint even more 
than the large surfaces. 

Take, for example, windows. 
When you paint windows it's 
important that a little paint 
gets on the glass around the 
edges where the glass joins the 
wood ‘portion of the window 
frame.: This makes a tight 
joint between glass and putty 
and eliminates the possibility 
of moisture getting between 
glass and putty to cause dam- 
age. The strip of paint doesn’t 
have to be wide, an eighth or 
sixteenth inch is sufficient. 

People often neglect to patat 
the edge of doors— 
house as well as garage doors 
—and this is the cause for 
many a door ;failure not to 
mention pee and blistering 
paint.

The bottom edge 
of these pieces are often 
missed when paint is applied 
and this is the spot where it's 
easiest for moisture to enter 

Getting paint in back of gut- 
ters and downspouts can be a 
headache and so often these 
areas just aren't bothered with. 
This is bad because these areas 
often get a heavy flood of 
water should the drainage sys- 
tem become clogged. 


The backs of window shut- 
ters are another item often 
missed and here again this sur- 
face is subject to more mois- 
ture than the front. The best 
way to handle the shutter 
problem is to take them down 
for painting.

Same Old Magic Backstage at Police Circus 


Green Rubber Mat Has Replaced Tanbark, and There's Only One Elephant,

WITH THE ROMANCE of 
the circus running hot in our 
blood, we trotted out to the 
Arena the other morning to

19.860 square feet and cost 
$18,000. 

It may not look as much like 
a circus as the old tanbark. 
which was really just dyed 
wood shavings, Capt. Ola Mc- 
Callister explained to us, but 
in the long run it will be a lot 
cheaper. It used to cost the 
Police Relief Association more 
than $3000 just to haul the dirt 
in and haul it out again, not 
to mention the wood shavings 
which, aside from their cost, 
are very hard to get nowadays.

None of the patients stays more than a year. The 
average stay, I believe, is about six months. This makes 
the atmosphere one of hope and gives the patients an in- 
centive to co-operate as much as possible in the treatment 
they are given. 


I WANT to mention a publication brought out under 
the auspices of 32 non-governmental organizations under 
the chairmanship of John R. Inman of the Church Peace 
Union. It is called “In Your Hands.” 

This is a small paperback volume which I had the 
honor of presenting to the members of the Human Rights 
Commission. It will remind us that this year we are 
celebrating the tenth anniversary of the acceptance of 
the universal declaration of human rights.
